York is to become 
an important 
revenue center according to a state­ 
ment made by former Congressman 
A. R. Brodbeck, who has just return­ 
ed 
from Washington. 
In speaking 
about the effect of the consolidation 
of the Ninth Internal Revenue Dis­ 
trict with general offices to be located 
in Philadelphia, Mr. Brodbeck said 
that this plan would give improved 
and direct 
personal service 
on the 
part of the bureau to 
Federal tax­ 
payers. 
At present the 
law provides for 
sixty four internal revenue districts 
in the United States. 
Under the old plan a number 
of 
states were part of an internal reve­ 
nue district with a whole or part of 
another state. 
Commissioner of In­ 
ternal Revenue Roper felt that as far 
as possible internal revenue districts 
should be confined to a state and as 
far as possible is putting 
this into 
effect, anti will be able 
to carry it 
out so that every state in the union 
with one exception will have its own 
internal revenue district or districts. 
In order to do this it was necessary 
to changs ten districts and the Ninth 
Pennsylvania was one of them. 
Mr. Brodbeck further said that the 
people of York and Adams counties 
will have the best and most efficient 
service that has ever been had in the 
history of the country. There will be 
a divisional office established in York 
with the possibility 
in addition of 
three zone offices in the two counties 
tributary to the York office. 
One of 
these will, of course, be located 
in 
Gettysburg. 
Those subject to income tax pay­ 
ments will be given the assistance of 
men who have been specially trained 
in income 
tax work; will 
receive 
visitations from representatives 
of 
the bu reus from the offices located 
in the two counties, branches of the 
York offices, as well as from the York 
office 
direct, in 
fact all phases 
of 
governmental taxation in so far as 
the internal revenue bureuu 
is con­ 
cerned, will 
be directly represented 
to the people.
